Tito’s Army Joins 
Soviet Forces in 
Flank Movement

city of Belgrade today, while oth- 
er Red Army forces linked with 
Marshal Tito’s Yugoslav Army and 
swept toward Belgrade from the 
southeast. 


Smashing a great Nazi defense 
arc north and northeast of the city, 
the Russians captured the rail sta- 
tion of Banat Kraljevicevo, six 
miles north of Pancevo, where Ti- 
to’s Army on the north bank of the 
Danube was reported battling the 
German garrison on the northeast- 
ern approaches to the Yugoslav 
capital. 


By seizing Banat Kraljevicevo, 
the Red Army cut the last railroad 
escape route north of the Danube 
river for the German garrison in 
Belgrade, leaving only one railroad 
south of the Danube for the im- 
perilled Nazi garrison. 
Belgrade, outflanked to the 
north, rapidly was being encircled 
by the onrushing Soviets striking 
from the north, northeast and 
southeast and by Tito’s Partisans 
from the west and south. 

Some 80 miles southeast of the 
capital, major elements of Tito’s 
army joined forces with the Red.

55,000 Idle 


As Disputes 
Slow Output 


By The Associated Press. 

More than 55,000 workers were 
idle last night as new labor dis- 
putes slowed the nation’s produc- 
tion of war materials, coal and 
flour. 


The largest work stoppage oc- 
curred at Detroit where a e 
by 6,000 maintenance workers 
in nine plants forced 50,000 
workers into idleness. The walk- 
out began despite pleas of Inter- 
national United Automobile Work- 
ers (CIO) officers that it be de- 
ferred pending a scheduled hear- 
ing by the WLB over the wage 
dispute. 

The maintenance men are not 
engaged in direct production but 
keep assembly lines and equip- 
ment in operating condition. 

The WLB urged union officials 
to “make every effort” to restore 
production immediately. 


The strikers held a stormy mass 
meeting last night, but adjourned 
without taking any action to end 
the work stoppage. 

At Paterson, N. J., some 800 
striking supervisory employes of 
the Wright Aeronautical Corpora- 
tion voted unanimously to end a 
five-day walkout which threatened 
production of engines for B-29 
superfortresses and resulted in 
8,000 nonstrikers being sent home. 
The strikers were members of an 
independent union. 

The company said the workers 
were sent home because there was 
“no adequate supervision” at the 
plant. These workers, the com- 
pany said, would be recalled as 
soon as supervision was available. 
_ In Washington the WLB term- 
ed the work stoppage “a violation 
of labor’s no-strike pledge” and 
ordered the supervisory employes 
to return to their jobs. The board 
said it had diretted reinstatement 
of all employes discharged or sus- 
pended since the stoppage await- 
ing final determination of the 


case. 

At Akron, Ohio, a work stoppage 
of an estimated 1,000 workers 
threatened production of heavy 
duty and passenger car tires at the 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Com- 
pany’s Plant No. 1. Paul W. Fuller, 
U. S. commissioner of conci'‘iation, 
said the stoppage menaced produc- 
tion of 5,000 workers and eventu- 
ally would impair operations in 
other Goodyear plants if it con- 
tinued. 

Fuller said the dispute started 
among a four-man mixer crew that 
objected Monday night to remix- 
ing old stock. 

In Pennsylvania 2,200 miners in 
three Bethlehem Steel Corporation 
mines were out because of a local 
grievance. The men at one pit re- 
fused to work with the weigh boss 
who they said refused to join the 
supervisors’ union. Employes in 
two other pits went out in sym- 
pathy. 

Production of flour was halted 
in seven Kansas City mills as ap- 
proximately 1,000 workers re- 
mained away from their jobs. J.

STOCKHOLM, Oct. 4.—-(7)— 
Finnish troops fighting against 
stiff German resistance are clos- 
ing in on Kemi, strong German- 
held port on the Gulf of Bothnia, 
a Helsinki communique announced 
today.

Belgians To Preserve 
German Torture Prison 


BREENDONCK, Belgium, Oct. 4.—(UP)—When peace comes again 
you will be able to drive out from Brussels to this fort guarding the 


approaches to Antwerp and see just how the Gestapo tortured its 
victims, for the Belgians are going to preserve Breendonck. 


Branding irons will be there; 
the pulley by which men were 


‘lifted by their ankles and then 


dropped down in jerks for hours, 
the whipping room and the steel 
rods with which the whipping was 
done and a half-dozen other tor- 
ture instruments will be display- 
ed. 

Breendonck Is not a pretty sight, 
from the last messages of Bel- 
gian patriots scrawled on the 
walls to the gallows in the court- 
yard, but the Belgians intend to 
keep it to remind people after the 
‘war when memories grow dim 
‘that these things did happen, that 
‘the Nazi Gestapo was 3 the enemy. 


There was nothing subtle about 
the methods of the German tor- 
turers, nothing fancy. When they 
burned a man’s or woman's body 
or feet with hot irons, they heat- 
ed the irons in a little stove with- 
in a few feet of where the victim 
lay strapped on a table—just as 
in the Middle Ages. 

Most people withstood that tor- 
ture. Then came the next room 
where the victims, naked, were 
hoisted by the heels to the ceiling 
by a pulley, then droped two feet 
at a time. This lasted two or 
three hours—up and down, up and 
down—until the victim’s head

swelled like a balloon and blood 
ran from ears, mouth and nose. 


The Nazis had one little refine- 
ment. One cell contained nothing 
inside four walls but an air pump 
with a vent outside. In one wall 
was a hole through which the 
Germans forced gas. If the victim 
was strong enough he could pump 
in fresh air to keep himself alive 
until strength failed. The weak 
or badly injured died quickly here. 


The Nazis killed more than 120 


.. patriots a month here, said the 


guide who took correspondents to 
a courtyard where—when tortures 
had failed—victims were hanged 
or shot. The trapdoor of the gal- 
lows was so shallow the necks 
of the victims didn’t break. Hang- 
ed persons slowly strangled " 
death. 


Around the base of the stele! 


were banks of flowers placed 
there a few days ago by relatives 
of the dead. 

The Belgians are not a tolerant 
people—at least not yet. These 
same cells are now occupied by 
Quislings. The only thing omitted 
from the program is the torture, 
but the Quislings don’t know that. 
They are as careful of the white- 
wash as any patriot was.

Guerrilla War 


Plans Revealed 
By Reich Leaders 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—(7)—A Nazi 
blueprint for highly organized and 
fanatical guerrilla warfare to nul- 
lify any. Allied victory and make 
the civil administration of con- 
quered German territory almost 
impossible was outlined today by 
Nazi officialdom. 

Propaganda Minister Goebbels, 
in a speech to German workers on 
the western front quoted on the 
Berlin radio by DNB, said that 
conditions now favor the German 
army, and in any event the Nazis 
were prepared to wage guerrilla 
warfare to the death. 

The plan got an even more thor- 
ough airing in Heinrich Hi ler’s 
publication “Das Schwarze 
Korps,” which sketched a scheme 
designed to make this a war vir- 
tually without an end, to coerce 
every German into fighting the 
occupying powers on every inch of 
German soil, to murder as traitors 
any Germans who deal with the 
Allies, to make a hell for return- 
ing refugees and Jews. 

To carry out this program, the 
article made it plain that Himm- 
ler intends by murder to frustrate 
any orderly Allied occupation of 
Germany.

The League of Women Voters, which 
performs a real public service by keeping 
a constant if idealistic eye on the various 
phases of government, has evaluated the 
work of the special commission which has 
been redrafting Georgia’s outmoded con- 
stitution. 


Much progress, one gathers, has been 
made. The League is “disappointed, how- 
ever, that a more complete and thorough 
job has not been done.” 


Too often in the course of the commis- 
sion’s deliberations, says the League, have 
the questions come up: “Will this pass the 
legislature?” or “Will the political opposi- 
tion make capital out of this proposal?” 

The which 


Constitution, shares the 


League’s disappointment in regards to the 


commission’s hesitancy to face some issues, 
yet realizes the necessity of considering 
‘the effect of all proposals in relation to 
public acceptance of the whole. For that 


reason, we cannot hold with the League 
that the commission acted unwisely in re- 
fusing, at this time, to take action on: (1) 
the reduction of counties, (2) the elimina- 
tion of the poll tax, and (3) the redis- 
tricting of the legi:lature. 


We do agree with the League, however, 
that the commission might well have 
moved to inaugurate: (1) limited home- 
rule, (2) a state-wide merit system, (3) 
jury service for women, and (4) cgntinua- 
tion of the present constitutional boards of 
education, of reger.ts, of pardon and pa- 
role; and the addition of a constitutional 
prison board or board of corrections. 


Politicians, notoriously, have been far, 
far behind the public in acceptance of lib- 
eral trends in legislation. The fact that 
the constitutional commission has refused 
to take action on these four long-overdue 
reforms seems to indicate it has, on these 
matters at any rate, had its finger on the 
pulse of the politicians rather than the 
public. 


We Knew He'd Get Around to It 


Candidate Dewey, speaking from Al- 
bany on Tuesday night, filled in one of 
the obvious gaps in his series of campaign 
promises. 

He declared he is for lower taxes. 


All now remaining for him to do is to 
make a strong speech on behalf of better 
schools, longer life and fewer toothaches, 
and he will have about exhausted the 
possibilities.

For we all know that, unless federal 
revenue is sufficient to make an annual 
reduction in the national debt, when the 
war is done, the economic, foundation of 
this country and its government is headed

overload of “bureaucracy,” it might be 
asked how he plans to increase and spread 
the benefits of the social security laws 
without employing the needed federal 
workers to administer those complicated 
laws? 


The Happy Warrior Passes On 


Alfred E. Smith, the genial man in the 
brown derby, is dead. The man who, as 
four-time Governor of New York and as 
candidate for the presidency in 1928, be- 
came one of the most picturesque figures 
in the national spotlight, passed on to 
greater fields of opportunity early Wednes- 
day. 


Al Smith was the modern prototype of 
that familiar figure in American life, the 
boy who first saw life in a city slum and 
who became one of the outstanding leaders 
of his nation. » 


He will always be remembered as, in 
his day, one of the stalwarts of the Demo- 
cratic party. In 1928 he made a. gallant 
fight for the presidency, although it was 


evident early in the campaign that he was 
foredoomed to defeat. Politically handi- 
capped by his religion—he was a devout 
Catholic—he carried only eight states. 


Throughout his life he worked inde- 
fatigably for those causes which were for 
the betterment of living conditions in his 
home city of New York and during his 
tenure of office at Albany he sponsored 
and pushed to enactment many reforms in 
state administration. 


His popular designation, “the Happy 
Warrior,” best described his character, He 
wrote an indelible page in his country’s 
record and left the memory of a warm 
and utter faithful friendship in the hearts 
of thousands who ‘knew him best.

Where Headlines 


Come Home 


CHARLESTON, S. C.—Here is one of the 
places where you can see a part of the war. Here 
, is where those newspaper headlines you read this 
morning connect up with the actual fighting of the war. Those 
headlines which read that our Army made a great assault on the 
Siegfried Line or drove hard against the German positions in the 
mountains of Italy do not stop there on the paper. They run on 
and on and on until finally they come out here. Those headlines 
become ships here. Big white ships with the Red Cross on their 
funnels. Here are the hospital ships that plow the seas bringing 
our wounded, and some of the enemy, too, to the hospitals we have 
built against such a day. 


They come up the river and Ahe tugs take them and nose them 
into the dock. The band begins to play and the corpsmen begin 
carrying off the stretchers. The long line of ambulances moves 
slowly up and gets its load and moves off with a grinding of 
gears for the ride to Stark hospital. Now and then there is a long 
hospital train on the tracks near by and the wounded are carried 
directly to it. There are hundreds of men on each ship. This 
week three have arrived already and in the past week there were 
nine. The Marigold, the Blanche F. Sigman, the Chateau Thierry, 
the Wisteria, the Shamrock, the St. Mihiel, the Emily Weder, the 
Dogwood, these are some of them that have crossed the sea with 
the men who were an unknown but integral part of the headlines. 
These ships are, for the most part, former passenger liners, but a 


few are the new Liberty ships. 

Not all the patients are men. Yesterday there 
Not All Men were two Army nurses carried off, wounded in 
the fighting in Italy. Already they are naming hospital ships for 
nurses killed in this war. You can see the nurses come into the 
hotels, neat and trim and very efficient looking in their uniforms, 
eager for a few days in America, with all the luxury of sleep and 
restaurants and a brief vacation from those quiet, patient men who 
travel on their ships. Almost any hour of almost any day you can 
see them at the cashier’s window checking out, going back to the 
ships for the journey back where they will pick up another load of 
headlines. 

The war is going well. We are making gains. We are whipping 
the greatest army ever assembled in the long history of war, but it 
is not without its cost. They don’t say much, these men who have 
come home. Now and then out at Stark hospital there is a ripple 
of anger at some of the stories about all the happiness and singing 
and wise-cracking on the ships. They don’t say much, They are 
so terribly patient and quiet, kidding a little with the nurses, for 
whom they have a profound respect and affection. 


They want simple things, these men who have come home, The 
ladies of the Red Cross, volunteers and all, are gaining weight at 
a great rate. They prepare doughnuts and coffee. They eat the 
doughnuts because they do not want them to be wasted. The men 
may politely take a doughnut, hiding it under a pillow until they 
are en route to the hospital. But what they want is milk, many 
glasses of cold, soothing, sweet milk. They want ice cream next, 
but mostly they have a great thirst for milk. So, the Red Cross 
workers get fat on the doughnuts while they work out a plan for 
having all the cold milk that some 600 thirsty, wounded, patient 


men can drink. 

And you never saw men who looked so eagerly 
Look Skyward 2", sky, the clouds and the sky of home. 
When the ambulances roll along the roads you can see them peering 
out at the old familiar scenes of home, trees and fields and hot- 
dog stands and barbecue places and houses that look like houses 
ought to look. 

You wonder about the enemy wounded and your heart goes a 
little soft about them, wondering what they think as they go rolling 
off to a hospital, looking at skies which are alien and empty to 
them. You wonder what they are thinking as they lie there, seeing 
the fields and horses go by outside the little window of the ambu- 
lance. Do they remember the hysterical words of their Fuehrer? 
Do they recall the promises of world mastery and the picture of a 
superior race ruling the lesser peoples of the earth? Or do they 
think of some girl and remember her arms about them in the last 
strained farewell, or some mother’s words and tears and hard- 
clasping arms? Even the Nazis have mothers, although you would 
not think so. 

You would think they were created out of one of the laboratories 
from which came the robot bombs. They also look patiently at 
the sky, but you know-they are unhappy because in their faces is 
that strained look of hurt men who do not understand the language 
and who know they are far from home and hated as few men have 
been hated on this earth, 

‘So our headlines are coming home. The big and little stories 
come out here. The patrol which penetrated deep into enemy 
territory with slight losses, a great tank thrust of seven miles 
through the strong defenses. of the German lines, the bayonet attack 
on a bastion in France, the climbing, muddy attack on a mountain 
range in north Italy. All of them come out here, where the big

- Problem 


Though few statesmen seem 
anxious about it, peace will bring 
us face to face with a situation 
that may prove more troublesome 
than war itself. 

Prophecies of easy abundance 
and security and full employment 
are based on misunderstanding or 
self-deception. 

We are told that our national 
income has grown to 158 billions, 
thus making us more prosperous 
than ever before; but that is utter 
nonsense. Nobody knows what 


our national income is. But this 
much is certain; if a man earning 
$2,000 a year mortgages his house 
and borrows another $2,000 to 
spend on luxuries, he does not 
thereby double his income. He 
may feel more , prosperous and 


look more prosperous, but every 
dollar of borrowed money he 
spends makes him one. dollar 


poorer. 

Most of our energies are now 
devoted to war, and the govern- 
ment is paying the bill with bor- 
rowed money. The manufacturer 
and the farmer and the mechanic 
call it income, but every dollar 
of it adds another dollar to the 
mortgage on our nation and must 
be repaid by many years of labor 
and penny-pinching and _ self-de- 
nial. 

A nation’s true income is the 
new wealth its people create by 
their toil, and war does not 
create. It wastes accumulated 
wealth, newly created wealth, and 
wealth yet to be created in years 
to come. 

Promises of “full employment” 
are equally deceptive. 

We had eight million unem- 
ployed when the war came. The 
war, with its enormous and_ab- 
normal demand for production, 
provided a temporary solution for 
a problem that had baffled both 
Republican and Democratic states- 
men for over ten years. It had 
been “solved” in part only by 
spending borrowed money to 
create a fictitious prosperity and 
postponing the day of reckoning.

(Machines often make 
more jobs, but only when they 
create new demands).

Dewey's Chances Are Improving

One week ago today, Mr. Dewey, at Oklahoma City, you cut 
loose on President Roosevelt in the way in which most of your 
backers hoped you would, before it was too late.

Aunt: Viney’s murmuring chil- 
dren watched the transaction like 
s0 many bumblebees poised mo- 
mentarily in flight. With the wind 
blowing against their short skirts 
and pigtails, they had a crescent- 
shaped appearance as if they were 
‘ being lifted up from the rear by 
their sashes, so that their feet 
barely touched the ground. 

The old woman lifted the top 
off one of the bright tin buckets 
and from the ivory-colored grains 
arose the tantalizing, mellow odor 
that immediately made you think 
of breakfast, of hot coffee, sau- 
sages, fried apple rings and hom- 
iny. It had to be steamed in an 
iron skillet with a little water and 
strips of bacon or “middling meat” 
until the grains are quite mushy. 

As dor the hominy which she 
made, it was creamier in color and 
had a better flavor than anyone 
else’s. That which we bought sub- 
sequently in tins at the grocer’s, 
rolled out in large snowy-white 
grains but hers was the color of 
the corn shuck itself, and salted 
just right. My younger sister 
would never eat it, she claimed 
to see a dark and mysterious con- 
nection between that faintly 
brownish color and the _ snuff 
which Aunt Viney used; but she 
was probably a psychoneurotic, 
and certainly no epicure. 

The majority of Thomastonians 
had no such unworthy suspicions, 
and they had a standing order 
with the colored woman for two 
quarts of hominy on Saturday. 
She made it once and sometimes 
twice every week in a big black 
iron pot that sat on its three feet 
in her yard the year around. The 
thin smoke which curled from it 
was almost as constant as the 
vestal fire. o 

The making of hominy was a 
long and particular process. Aunt 
Viney may or may not have grown 
her own corn, but I am sure that 
the oak ashes used in the lye were 
her own contribution. These ashes 
were hoarded in a _ triangular 
wooden hopper with narrow 
cracks for the boiling water to 
seep through. The lye thus ob-

With bacon rinds and scraps of 
fat it was boiled in another black | 
pot until there was a white, solid 
mass that could be cut up into) 
cakes of soap. But for hominy the! 
lye water must be poured over 
whole grains and allowed to stand 
until the outer husk was softened 
and ready to peel off. Then the) 
grains must be washed several 
times until all the lye was re- 
moved, 
the hominy had to be 
boiled in salt water until the 
grains were tender. Then it was 
poured up into quart-sized tin 
buckets; the children were scrub- 
bed and put into clean dresses, the 
fascinator was tied around Aunt 
Viney’s aching head (for she was 
always suffering from either 
toothache or neuralgia), and she 
was off across the railroad tracks 
to town. 

The willow trees by the branch 
dipped eerily in the wind, dis- 
closing the sluggish gray water— 
gray because all the white town- 
folks’ clothes were washed on 
Happy Hill and the big wooden 
tubs were emptied into that 
stream. The cedar trees looked 
more ragged and unkept than 
usual as the wind slashed through 
their boughs, but beside the rail- 
road tracks there were honey- 
suckle vines still in bloom, and 
the children always stopped to 
pick a handful of the blossoms to 
put in bottles for their play nouses 
at home. 

“Ain’t a bit o’ sense in that,” 
Aunt Viney would scold them, 
“they be wilted ‘fore you git back 


home—’cept you ain’t never got; 


home with none yet. You throws 
’em away every time. First place 
we stop at in town, you git so 
excited-like, you forgit all about 
them flars—” 

Of course the children were ex- 
cited, for in the old days she was 
rarely paid in money for the lye 
hominy. She preferred to “take 
it out in trade,” in old clothes for 
the children to wear. 

Miss Jessie would hold up an 
outgrown woolen skirt. “How 
much do you think this is worth, 
Aunt Viney?” 

“About 15 cents, I reckon, Same 
as a bucket of hominy.” 

“Well, there’s a jacket that goes 
with it, and one is not much good 
without the other. Now that fixes 
one of the children up, but what 
about the other? Wait here, Aunt 
Viney, while I run upstairs and 
look around a bit—” 

No wonder the pickaninnies had 
that poised-for-flight look, no won- 
der they hovered around like avid 
bees! It was simply marvelous 
what a bucket of that lye hominy 
was worth once you got it to town.

the American Federation of Labor 
with about 600,000 members, in- 
cluding clerical workers and others 
who are by no stretch of the imag- 
ination to be regarded as team- 
sters. Most of these workers were 


involuntary joiners who were dra- 


gooned into the union by President 
Roosevelt's machine, It is badly 
infested with gangsters and is one 
of the worst offenders in the mat- 
ter of mock-work, the device by 
which employers are compelled to 
pay loafers for doing nothing or 
criminals not to harm them. This, 
of course, results in a great waste 
of manpower in wartime and con- 
stitutes a privileged racket, prey- 
ing on the whole community, in 
peace or war. 

Tobin is an amusing character 
in his solemn self-appreciation. He 
has some of Hitler’s love and 
veneration of self. This was naive- 
ly expressed in October, 1942, 
when he pretended to be surprised 
and touched by the generosity of 
his general executive board in buy-

One reason could have been a 
fear that the actual working team- 
sters might hold this greed to be 
just too raw although, actually, 
the rank and file have no influence 
on the political machine which 
runs the union. Another reason 
could have been the sad case of 
Jimmy Petrillo, of the Musicians’ 
Union. Jimmy caused his “boys” 
to give him a house costing $50,- 
000 and, following a jam _ with 
Thurman Arnold in the Depart- 
ment of Justice, the New Deal de- 
cided to punish him. Therefore in- 
ternal revenue ruled that the value 
of the house represented income. 
Jimmy had to dig up $26,000. By 
this precedent, old Dan Tobin 
would have been liable for in- 
come tax on the value of the house 
in Miami. 

Dan turned the property back to 
the union and by this clever little 
scheme got the free use of it for 
life. Other members of the ruling 
machine also were thus to be al- 
lowed to use it when Dan wasn’t 
“in residence” and the upshot was 
that the horny-handed teamsters 
and the little girl clerks in ware- 
houses all over the country were 
maintaining a palace for their 
ruling set. 

The original resolution set aside 
$100,000 for the palace, “fully fur- 
nished.” It was to be “maintained” 
by the members and this jncluded 
“all taxes and assessments and the 
maintenance of the grounds, care- 
taking and necessary servants.” 

In turning the property back, 
Old Dan, who, incidentally has two 
sons on the union pay roll at $10,- 
000 a year each and himself draws 
$30,000 and unlimited expenses, 
wrote: 

“I am aware that the general 
executive board unanimously de- 
cided to purchase a suitable home 
for the general president,” mean- 
ing himself, “for the purpose of 
conserving the health and strength 
of General President Tobin be- 
cause the board believed that the 
union had great danger of serious 
loss should anything happen to 
the health or life of General Pres- 
ident Tobin.” 

That pomposity runs all through 
his writings and this use of the 
third-person permits him to pay 
himself the most extravagant com- 
pliments, 

This was the union, which was 
racketeering against truck opera- 
tors running merchandise into 
New York in the memorable team- 
sters’ case in which Jimmy Byrnes, 
the “assistant president” of the 
United States, as justice of the 
supreme court, delivered’ the 
amazing and utterly wicked dic- 
tum that highway robbery was 
permissible if perpetrated in the 
name of a union. That ruling still 
stands, and Tobin naturally is 
grateful to President Roosevelt as 
the man who conferred this right 
on him and who has resisted all 
efforts to abolish the racket. Inci- 
dentally, Byrnes did not have the 
excuse of a labor dispute in this 
shocking affair, It was a racket 
pure and simple. Of the 72 original 
defendants 27 had criminal records 
and were ordinary underworld 
racketeers operating a shakedown. 

The union is vastly rich, having 
more than five million dollars in 
war bonds in the treasury. Tobin's 
little monthly magazine, mostly de- 
voted to self-advertising at the ex- 
pense of the members, recently 
criticized an unnamed Republican 
who had died, leaving “several 
million dollars” because the estate 
included only $40,000. in war 
bonds. The mother of President 
Roosevelt left $1,238,000 and only 
$10,000 of it was in war bonds, 
but Mr. Tobin couldn’t be expect- 
ed to comment on that. 

Of course there is much more 
to be told about the union’s ruling 
political machine and Old Dan 
himself, but this will give you an 
idea of the company Mr. Roose- 
velt selected that night. It was as 
though he had decided not only 
to insult the people with a trashy 
foray into night-club  entertain- 
ment but to emphasize his con- 
tempt by addressing the nation 
from the feast of a gigantic, preda- 
tory racket. ‘

Roosevelt ordered college authorities to reform their game of college 
; football or he would take steps to abolish it. 


shoulders of the football rules committee which 
met that year to reform and preserve a game 
played and enjoyed by thousands of young men 
throughout the nation. How well this partic- 
ular committee accomplished its mission is now 
a matter of proud historical record. 

“Walter Camp, sometimes called the father 
of American football, was chairman in 1905 and 
he continued in that capacity until 1911. Ed- 
ward K, Hall succeeded Walter Camp and 
served as chairman until his death in 1943. 
Walter R. Okeson was chairman from 1932 un- 

til his death in 1943. These three pilots are responsible for our 
game of American college football as it is played today. 

“All three had played, coached and officiated in the nineties 
when mass play was in vogue; all ‘three were shrewd, analytical and 
open-minded; all were courageous and determined to defend the 

game against any who would debauch it for selfish iterests; and, 
above all, it can be written, in so far as their contribution to the 
game is concerned, ‘Well done.’ 

“It is with humility that I accept the torch as chairman. . 

I am deeply aware of the responsibility which faces our 

committee. Wars tend to distort values, and when this ter- 

rible conflict is over it will be our problem to consider and 

te weigh carefully proposed changes in our present rules, to 

maintain the delicate balance between offense and defense,

LONDON, Oct. 4—(P)—A 
house of commons committee 
heard a prediction yesterday 
that in the not-far-distant fu- 
ture passengers may travel 
between New York and Lon- 
don faster than sound in pi- 
lotless stratosphere planes— 
like riding a flying bomb.

BAN ISSUED IN 1942 

Paul W. Kesten, executive vice 
president of Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System, said he was “disap- 
pointed and puzzled” by the find- 
ing that the dispute does not im- 
pede the war effort. “It is a ban 
not only against commercial tran- 


scriptions but against the making | 


of all musical recordings, whether 
for commercial use, home use, or 
use by and for our troops,” he 
commented. 

The ban originally was issued 
August 1, 1942. It forbade mem- 
bers of the union to make record- 
ings and Petrillo declared its pur- 
pose was to force more use of 
“live musicians.” 


In practice, the ban now applies| & 


only to Victor, Columbia and the 
National Broadcasting Company’s 
transcription division. The union 
has made agreements with about 
80 other companies.

Both underweights and over- 
weights often benefit from the 
concentrates.

Experiments 
have shown that extra vitamin B 
during pregnancy helps to over- 
come morning sickness. 

In all these special cases the

LONDON, Oct. 4.—(#)—Up to 
750 Flying Fortresses and Libera- 
tors of the VU. S..15th Air Force 
hammered Munich railroad yards 
and the Brenner pass area today 
while RAF heavy bombers dump- 
ed thousands of tons of explosives 
on German U-boat pens at Ber- 
gen, Norway.

Roosevelt, Hoover 
Pay High Tribute 
To ‘Happy Warrior’ 


NEW YORK, Oct. 4.—(4)—AIl- 
fred Emmanuel Smith, the “happy 
warrior” of American politics, 
died today. He was 70. 

Dr. Raymond P. Sullivan, at- 
tributed Smith’s death to lung 
congestion and heart disease. He 


had been in ill health since the| 
eeath of his wife, Catherine, last) 


May “4. 
The prominent Catholic layman 
knew he was dying “and was pray- 


John Healy, of St. Vincent Fer- 
rer’s church, who was present 
when Smith died at 5:20 a. m. 
(C, W. T.) in Rockefeller Insti- 
tute. 

As plans went forward to have 
the body lie in state in St. Pat- 
rick’s cathedral beginning at 1 p. 
m. Friday and for a high requiem 
mass at 10 a. m. Saturday, tribute 
to the man known for his brown 
derby, cigar and jovial smile 
came from the nation’s leaders in 
all walks of life. 


‘A TRUE PATRIOT’ 

President Roosevelt said in 
Washington: “The country loses a 
true patriot.” 

“Al Smith had qualities of heart 
and mind and soul which not pniy 
endeared him to those who came 
under the spell of his dynamic 
presence in personal association 
but also made him the idol of the 
multitude,” the President said in 
part. 

Former President Herbert Hoov- 

er, who as Republican presidential 
nominee in 1928 gave Smith his 
second and last political defeat, 
said: 
“Gov. Alfred Smith contributed 
a real part in building America. 
He was valiant in political cam- 
paigns, but he was so intrepid in 
his honesty of mind, in his fair- 
ness and his sportsmanship that 
he won the esteem and personal 
friendship of every opponent.” 


ENTERED POLITICS AT 22 


Born Dec. 30, 1873, in the shad- 
ow of the Brooklyn bridge, Smith 
entered politics at the age of 22 
as a clerk and subpoena server 
for the commissioner of jurors. 

In 1903 he was elected a state 
assemblyman, and served a dozen 
years at Albany. He was Demo- 
cratic leader of the assembly in 
1911 and 1913. 

He later was sheriff of New 
York county and president of the 
board of alderman. In 1918 he ran 
for governor under the sponsor- 
ship of Tammany Hall and defeat- 
ed Gov. Charles S. Whitman. 

Nathan L. Miller defeated him

Smith reached the apex of his 
political career in 1928 when at 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion Franklin D. Roosevelt nomi- 
nated him as the Democratic pres- 


idential standard bearer—giving 
him the nickname “Happy War- 
rior.” He polled 41.2*per cent of 
the total vote. Hoover deféated 
him, carrying 40 states and split- 
ting the Democratic “Solid South.” 

In 1936 Smith broke with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, taking what he 
called “a walk,” and supported 
Alf Landon for the presidéncy. 
Four years later, still hostile to 
the New Deal, he took the stump 
for Wendell L. Willkie. 

During the past few years, 
Smith had not taken an active part 
in politics, devoting his time to 
managing the Empire State build- 
ing and other enterprises.

A five-man executive board was 
elected to direct the expansion of 
the association and name repre- 
sentatives from each congressional 
district. 

The board members are Charles 
Bowden, mayor of Macon and 
chairman of the aviation commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Commerce, 
board chairman; George C. Hey- 
ward, chairman of the airport 
committee of Savannah city coun- 
cil; Noah E. Holton, of Douglas, 
Coffee county. commissioner; Al 
B. Richardson, of Atlanta, eastern 
representative of the Aeronautical 
Training Society, and R. E. Allen, 
Augusta realtor and former mayor. 
Lee S. Trimble, executive vice 
president and manager of the Ma- 
con Chamber of Commerce, was 
named secretary to the board. 
RESOLUTION ADOPTED 

A resolution adopted by the 
clinic urged that the legislature 
establish a permanent bureau of 


aeronautics ‘‘empowered to exer- 


cise only such powers and to pro- 
mulgate only such regulations as, 
while consistent with public safe- 
ty and convenience, will not un- 
duly hamper or impede the ex- 
pansion of air industry and 
travel.” 

This was in conformity with the 
determination expressed yesterday 
by Gov. Arnall that regulation of 
aviation should be the province of 
the federal government and that 
states should do everything possi- 
ble to avoid setting up barriers 
against aviation expansion 
throughout the nation. 

Carmichael suggested that a 
three-man state aeronautic board 
be set up by the legislature, the 
members to serve staggered terms 
without pay and be appointed by 
the Governor. The board would 
name a full-time paid director.

NIPS UP OUTPUT 
BY ‘DAILY DOZEN’ 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., 
Oct. 4—(#)—Japan is going 
to give her farmers physical 
exercises to cure the ache and 
pains they develop while la- 
boring on farms, 

Radio Tokyo, recorded to- 
day by U.S. government mon- 
itors, said the program was 
designed to “obtain greater 
production of farm produce.” 

The Nippon farmers, under 
a plan devised by the Impe- 
rial Japanese Athletic Asso- 
ciation, will do certain exer- 
cises during working hours 
“to relieve pains in the shoul- 
ders, arms and hips.” There 
will be * ‘stretching exercises” 
morning and evening. 


board should have power to assist 
in building landing facilities in 
cities and communities so that 
our state will be able to partici- 
pate to the fullest in the contribu- 
tions that aviation will make to 
the prosperity of the people of 
this nation,” Carmichael declared. 
FUNDS URGED 

Carmichael said the legislature 
should provide funds for partici- 
pation in proposed federal airport 
program. He suggested that these 
funds come either through a gen- 
eral appropriation or by alloca- 
tion from taxes on the sale of avi- 
ation gasoline. He said he be- 
lieved the legislature would “not 
offer any serious objection” to a 
sound plan. 

Carmichael is a member of the 
aeronautic advisory board of 
Georgia, authority for which was 
set up by the last legislature. He 
said the board as now constituted 
was merely advisory and had no 
power for constructive action. It 
should be superseded by a board 
with specific powers, he said. 

The Georgia Aviation Clinic, 
which attracted representatives 
from many parts of the state, was 
sponsored by the Macon Chamber 
of Commerce. 

PILOT TRAINING PLAN 

J. Wendell Coombs, of Wash- 
ington, president of the Aeronau- 
ical Training Society, outlined a 
pilot training plan. He suggested 
it would served as an inducement 
for bringing some 1,000,000 or 
more young Americans into a 
mass physical and military tralin- 
ing program on a voluntary basis. 

Coombs said “we believe 
1,000,000 or perhaps 2,000,000 
youths would readily volunteer 
for basic physical, mental and mil- 
itary training if they knew that 
the ‘pay-off’ would be aviation 
training.” 

To care for the pilot trainees, 
Coombs said the Aeronautical 
Training Society has outlined a 
new co-operative program of ci- 


that’ 


vilian and military instruction, 
working on this basis: 

1. A pilot training program in 
colleges and universities, super- 
vised by the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration and co-ordinated with 
the air branches of the armed serv- 
ices, would give students 35 hours 
of flight instruction. . 

2. An air school training pro- 
gram supervised directly by the 
Army Air Forces, but operated by 
civilian management and using ci- 
vilian instructors, would be acti- 
vated. Trainees would be drawn 
from the top brackets of the l,- 
000,000-youth training program. 
They would get three months of 
intensive fundamental aeronauti- 
cal education, including 70 hours 
of precision flight training. 

The plan would work on a year- 
around “flow” system for the ut- 
most efficiency and economy. 
Graduates would become reserv- 
ists for six years, subject to call 
for further training and active 
duty in case of emergency, mean- 
time taking periodic refresher fly- 
ing courses. 

Pilot schooling .would be a re- 
ward for outstanding achievement 
under a voluntary training system. 
Pilot trainees would be selected 
through screening tests if the gov- 
ernment should decide upon a 
compulsory system. 

Col. Earle L. Johnson, national 
commander of the Civil Air Pa- 
trol, told the clinic that “the keys 
to the air age hang in the office 
of the smalltown mayor, the high 
school principal and the county 
board. It is within their power 
to unlock the future of aviation, 
for local airports are the doors in 
air commerce.’ 


FIELDS OVERBUILT 


Harry R. Stringer, president of 
the Feeder Airlines Association, 
declared that many towns have 
had a tendency to “overbuild” 
their airports because of two 
much enthusiasm about getting 
service from major airlines. Pro- 
jected systems of “feeder” lines 
connecting with major lines at ter- 
minal cities would provide much 
more satisfactory service because 
it would RE geared to their needs, 
he asserted. 

“Feeder” type planes would re- 
quire less investment, Stringer 
pointed out. 
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
